ers. They put bullets in his car, but 
apparently did not strike him. 


He was armeo* with a rifle. 
Outdistancing the officers, he aban- 


doned his car, and attempted to pur- 
chase a horse from Art White, farm- 
er living near Banner. 


"I'll pay you 5150 for a horse to 


get me to the river bottoms," White 
quoted the fugitive as saying. 


"I refused, then ran into the house," 


White told possemen. "He was car- 
rying a rifle, but didn't threaten to 
use it. He ran down into a ravine 
when I went into the house, and I 
lost sight of him." 


The bandit then stopped Ray Haggy, 


19, of Banner, and forced the youth 
out of his car. The motor would not 
start, however, so the fugitive stop- 
ped the car in which the three boys 
were riding.
